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CALIFORNIA IMPACTS: CORONAVIRUS DISEASE 2019 (COVID-19) 


(U//FOUO) As of 18 April, cases of COVID-19 continue to increase, totaling 28,963 cases and 1,072 deaths in California. Governor Gavin Newsom said on Friday that the state is now ina “pandemic- 
induced recession,” with 5.3% unemployment and 3.1 million people filing claims in the past four weeks. Nationally, confirmed COVID-19 cases now total more than 715,536 cases, with more than 
37,000 deaths. The USDA is providing $19B in funding for an immediate relief program to provide critical support to farmers and avoid food supply shortages. Globally, the number of confirmed cases 
has surpassed the 2.2 million mark, with more than 157,000 deaths. Authorities around the world continue to fight against malicious physical and cyber attacks.
